In  this  brief  state- 
ment the  Latter-day 
Saints  proclaim  the 
practical  character  of 
their  religion — a  re- 
ligion that  embraces 
not  alone  definite  con- 
ceptions of  spiritual 
matter  and  belief  as 
td  conditions  in  the 
hereafter,  but  also 
of  present,  current, 
everyday  duties,  in 
Which  self-respect, 
love  for  fellow  men, 
and  devotion  to  God 
are  the  guiding  prin- 
ciples.

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Religion  in  Operation. 

Religion  without  personal  morality, 
professions  of  godliness  without  charity, 
church  membership  without  consistent 
conduct  in  the  common  affairs  of  life, 
are  but  as  sounding  brass  and  tinkling 
cymbals — noise  without  music,  the  words 
of  prayer  without  the  spirit. 

"  If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be 
religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue, 
but  deceiveth  his  own  heart,  this  man's 
religion  is  vain.  Pure  religion  and  un- 
defiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is 
this:  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows 
in  their  affliction,  and  to  keep  himself 
unspotted  from  the  world."  (James  1: 
26,  27).  A  good  test  of  a  man's  religion 
is  its  utility.  Religious  profession  used 
as  a  cloak — and  that  too  often  reserved 
for  Sunday  wear,  hiding  in  part  the 
shabby  rags  of  sin — is  but  sacrilege.  In 
any  attempt  to  analyze  a  religious 
system  or  creed  it  is  pertinent  to  ex- 
amine the  results  of  its  operation  in  the 
lives  of  its  adherents  This  is  as  simple 
and  fair  as  to  judge  a  tree  by  the  quality 
of  its  wood  and  fruit.  Altruism  is  an 
essential  element  of  a  religion  that  is 
worth  while. 

"  If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth 
his  brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God  whom  he 
hath  not  seen?  And  this  commandment 
have  we  from  him :  That  he  who'  loveth 
God  love  his  brother  also."  (1  John  4: 
20,  21). 

Queries  by  the  Two  Lawyers. 

Let  us  revert  to  further  yet  brief  con- 
sideration of  the  Great  Commandment, 
as  worded  by  the  Christ  in  answer  to-  a 
query  propounded  by  one  of  the  Phari- 
sees, who  happened  to  be  a  lawyer  and 
/was  therefore  professionally  interested 
in  the  law  and  its  requirements.  "  Mas- 
ter, which  is  the  great  commandment  in 
the  law?  Jesus  said  unto  him:  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all 
thy  mind.  This  is.  the  first  and  great 
commandment.  And  the  second  is  like 
unto  it — Thou  shalt  love  thv  neighbor  as 
thyself."      (Matt.  22:36-39). 


This  account  is  given  by  Matthew.  A 
somewhat  similar  incident  is  found  else- 
where. The  evangelist  Luke  records  an 
occurence  resembling  this  in  which  also 
a  lawyer  figures ;  but  in  this  second  in- 
stance the  questioner  seems  to  have  an- 
swered his  own  question.  "And,  be- 
hold, a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and 
tempted  him,  saying:  Master,  what  shall 
I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?  He  said  un- 
to him :  What  is  written  in  the  law — how 
readest  thou?  And  he  answering  said: 
Thou  shall  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy 
mind  ;  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  And 
he  said  unto  him :  Thou  hast  answered 
right;  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live." 
(Luke  10:25-28).  Then  Jesus  proceeded 
to  illustrate  by  parable. 

The  Great  Commandment  was  familiar 
to  those  students  of  the  law ;  and  by 
lawyer  we  may  understand  minister,  for 
there  was  no'  distinction  between  the 
ecclesiastical  and  the  civil  law  among  the 
Jewrs  at  that  time,  although,  of  course, 
they  had  to  recognize  and  obey  the 
secular  law  imposed  upon  them  by  their 
Roman  suzerain.  This  lawyer  was  a 
professor  of  Jewish  theology. 

Each  of  these  men  was  versed  in  the  law ; 
He  knew  the  Becalog  and  that  splendid 
summary  of  the  commandments  which 
Jesus  gave  to  the  Pharisee.  But  when 
this  lawyer  put  the  question  as  to  what 
he  had  to  do  to  insure  to  himself  eternal 
life,  and  then  answered  the  query  un- 
der the  Lord's  cross-questioning,  he 
drew  from  the  Master  the  admonition : 
"  This  do,  and  thou  shalt  live."  He  must 
have  felt  a  little  embrassed,  having  made 
a  rather  poor  show  of  himself  there  in 
the  midst  of  the  multitude,  he,  a  doctor 
of  the  law,  asking  so  simple  a  question 
and  answering  it  himself — not  a  very 
creditable  display  of  erudition  and  learn- 
ing, so  he  essayed  to  get  out  of  it  as  best 
he  could. 

Limitations  Desired. 

We  read:  "  But  he,  willing  to  justify 
himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who  is  my 
neighbor?"  If  he  had  to>  love  his  neigh- 
bors  as  he  loved  himself,      he  probably 
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wanted  to  have  as  few  of  them  as  pos- 
sible ;  and  his  desire  for  a  specific  state- 
ment as  to  who  were  his  neighbors,  if  we 
may  legitimately  put  this  in  the  plural 
form,  is  analogous  to  the  desire  of  Peter, 
who,  notwithstanding  he  stood  as  the 
first  of  the  Apostles  was  still  in  need  of 
training.  Let  us  digress  for  a  moment. 
When,  on  a  particular  occassion,  Peter 
had  listened  with  interest  and  wonder  to 
the  Lard's  instructions  concerning  for- 
giveness and  kindness  and  duty  to  one's 
brother  and  one's  neighbor,  he  asked: 
"  Lord,  how  oft  shall  my  brother  sin 
against  me,  and  I  forgive  him?"  Then, 
in  the  pause  that  followed,  he  ventured 
to  suggest  "  Till  seven  times?" 

Now,  you  know  the  Pharisees  required 
a  man  to  forgive  his  brother  only  three 
times.  Peter  seems  to  have  thought  that 
under  the  higher  law,  which  the  Lord 
had  taught,  perhaps  the  three-time  limit 
ought  to  be  extended  ;  and  therefore,  he 
suggestively  asked:  Till  seven  times? 
"  Jesus  saith  unto  him:  I  say  not  unto 
thee,  Until  seven  times,  but,  Until 
seventy  times  seven."  (Matt.  18:21, 
22).  We  may  construe  this  to  mean  that 
the  Lord  intended  to  set  no  limit  to  one's 
willingness  to  forgive.  So,  in  that  same 
spirit  and  desire  to  have  a  fixed  limita- 
tion by  which  he  could  keep  himseljf 
within  the  line  of  legal  requirement,  this 
lawyer,  of  whom  we  have  been  speaking, 
wanted  to  know  just  whom  he  was  to 
regard  as  his  neighbor. 

On  the  Road  to  Jericho. 

"  And  Jesus  answering  said:  A  certain 
man  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to 
Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and 
wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  him 
half  dead.  And  by  chance  there  came 
down  a  certain  priest  that  wray :  and 
when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the 
other  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when 
he  was  at  the  place,  came  and  looked  on 
him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 
But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journey- 
ed, came  where-  he  was:  and  when  he 
saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him,  and 
went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds, 
pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on 


own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn, 
and  took  care  of  him.  *  *  *  Which 
now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was 
neighbor  unto  him  that  fell  among  the 
thieves?  And  he  said:  He  that  shewed 
mercy  on  him.  Then  said  Jesus  unto 
him:  Go.  and  do  thou  likewise."  (Luke 
10:30-37). 

The  road  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho 
has  been  in  bad  repute  until  very  recent 
times.  Not  until  the  British  government 
assumed  the  mandate  of  direction  in- 
Palestine  could  that  thoroughfare  be  con-  « 
sidered  reasonably  safe  for  travel.  One 
section  of  the  road  was  called  the  "Bed 
Path"  and  the  "Bloody  Way"  because 
of  the  many  atrocious  acts  of  robbery 
and  murder  that  have  been  committed 
upon  it.  The  priest  and  the  Levite  saw 
the  man  in  distress  and  passed  by  on  the 
other  side  of  the  way.  Do  you  doubt  for 
a  moment  that  either  of  them  lacked! 
excuses  for  his  conscience?  Oh,  they 
explained  the  matter  simply  and  easily 
to  themselves.  Perhaps  the  priest  had 
an  appointment,  the  Levite  may  have- 
invited  company  to  his  home.  Excuses,, 
ah,  excuses!  Excuses  grew  along  that 
road  between  Jerusalem  and  Jericho  as 
thickly  as  weeds  along  our  roads  irt 
summer  time.  The  Levite  and  the  priest 
had  no  difficulty  in  salving  their  con- 
sciences with  some  of  the  excuses  pluck- 
ed as  they  went  along.  But  when  the 
Samaritan  came  he  wasted  no  time  in 
looking  for  an  excuse,  for  he  needed 
none.  The  essential  difference  between 
him  on  the -one  hand  and  the  priest  and 
the  Levite  on  the  other  was  that  the 
Samaritan  had  sympathy  in  his  heart, 
love  in  his  soul,  and  they  had  none. 

Jews  and  Samaritans. 

The  presentation  of  the  compassionate 
character  in  the  story  as  a  Samaritan 
must  have  been  a  rebuke  to  that  certain 
lawyer  and  all  his  Pharisaic  sect,  for  the 
Jews  hated  the  Samaritans,  regarding 
them  as  a  mongrel  race  and  denouncing 
them  as  idolaters.  Inter-communication 
between  Jews  and  Samaritans  had  been 
strictly  forbidden,  until  it  was  discovered 
that  the  ban  interfered  with  trade,  and 
then  modifications  were  made.     Of  such 
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procedure  we  are  not  without  modern 
instances,  even  between  nations.  When 
the  priests  and  Pharisees  discovered  how 
much  money  they  were  losing  because  of 
that  barrier  between  their  people  and 
the  Samaritans,  they  made  breaches  in 
the  wail.  They  went  so  far  as  to 
tha?  ;uite  right  to  buy  wheat  and 

olives   and   fruit    that    had   grown    from 

iritan  soil  but  that  it  was  unlawful 
to  buy  cr  use  anything  that  a  Samaritan 
had  touched  in  the  way  of  manufacture. 
So,  it  was  allowable  to  use  Samaritan 
wheat  but  not  Samaritan  flour :  one 
might  purchase  Samaritan  olives  but  not 

the  oil  that  Samaritan  had  pressed 
from  the  fruit.  It  was  lawful  to  eat 
Samaritan  grapes  but  sinful  to  drink 
Samaritan  wine ;  and  there  was  some 
very  serious  dispute  between  the  rival 
schools  of  Rabbis  as  to  whether  it  was 
lawful  or  not  to  eat  an  egg  that  had  been 
laid  by  a  Samaritan  hen. 

Fitness  for  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

I  doubt  not  there  were  many  honest 
and  honorable  priests  in  that  early  day, 
onate  and  humble  priests,  who 
strove  to  do  all  that  was  in  their  power 
for  their  people  ;  and  so,  too,  there  were 
v  good  Levites  and  many  unkind 
and  selfish  Samarita: 

It  is  in  accord  with  the  better  nature 

of  man,  and  in  harmony  with  the  direct 

commandments  of  God.  that  we  love  our 

_:>i;ors  to  the  extent  of  treating  them 

we  would  like  to  be  treated  by  them 

were   the   positions  reversed.        Without 

altruistic  regard  for  our  fellows  we 

cannot  -tly  claim   to  be  leading 

Christian  lives  as  individual-  B  oups 

such  as  churches,  or  as  nations. 

We  talk  a  great  deal  about  gaining  a 
place  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  and  of 
actually  entering  into  the  presence  of 
the  Lord.  In  fact.  I  sometimes  think 
that  we  talk  about  this  quite  as  much  as 
the  ancient  Jews  talked  of  resting  in 
Abraham's  bosom.  Many  a  query  has 
heen  raised  as  to  when  and  how  we  shall 
get  there.  I  cannot  answer  that  question 
in  terms  of  time,  but  I  can  tell  you  when 
S  I  there  in  terms  of  conditions 
I  circumstances:    We   shall  enter  the 


nee  of  God  when  we  liave  become 
so  like  Him  in  nature,  in  chara 
net  to  feel  out  of  place  there.     We  must 
learn  to  like  the  things  that  He  likes, 
and  that  means  that  we  will  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  things  that  He  escL 
and  dislike.     I  do  not  believe  that  there 
will  be  any  place  in  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  for  a  man  who  is  hateful  at  heart, 
mean  in  disposition,   niggardly.     I  can- 
not think  that  there  would  be  very  pleas- 
ant association  if  we  had  stingy  men  sit- 
ting down  in  heaven.     They  will  hav 
learn  to  be  liberal  before  they  can  enter. 

Rationalism  in  Bestowing  Charity. 

We  should  be  reasonable  and  careful 
in  the  matter  of  dispensing  charity  * 
those  who  claim  to  be  in  need.  There 
are  professional  beggars  in  the  world, 
men  who  would  rather  beg  than  work. 
But  there  are  many  poor  who  need  the 
helping  hand  and  should  have  it  extended 
to  them  as  full  of  bounty  as  possible. 
n  in  the  case  of  an  indigent  man  who 
may  be  wholly  to  blame  for  his  sad  con- 
dition, I  feel  it  a  duty  to  try  to  help  him 
cut  of  distress.  If  I  meet  one  who  is 
hungry — let  us  say  as  the  result  of  his 
own  lazines- —  I  would  feed  him  before 
I  lecture  to  him.  He  will  listen  more 
attentively  to  what  I  may  have  to  say 
when  he  has  eaten. 

There  are  ways  and  means  by  which  we 
can  contribute  to  the  relief  of  those  whe 
are  in  distress,  systematically  and 
rationally.  The  Latter-day  Saints  are 
recognized  wherever  they  are  known  in 
their  true  character,  the  world  over,  as 
a  generous,  liberal  and  charitable  people, 
and  that  means  a  loving  people.  We  do 
not  always  fall  in  with  the  schemes  that 
are  proposed  for  gathering  means  for  the 
poor,  for  we  have  certain  proved  methods 
:  our  own  and  our  Church  is  equipped 
with  efficient  machinery  for  that  kind  of 
work. 

Some  of  the  syndicated  charities  of  the 
country  were  investigated  a  few  years 
_  and  found  to  be  using  from  fifty  per 
cent,  upward  of  all  that  had  been  col- 
lected, in  the  administration  of  the 
funds.  While  we  readily  join  with  our 
fellcw   citizens   in  all   commendable   un- 
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dertakings  for  civic  betterment,  we  have 
some  ways  of  our  own.  The  Latter-day 
Saints'  system  lias  worked  very  well 
since  the  organization  of  the  Church  as 
to  both  gathering  and  dispensing  charity 
funds.  We  carry  on  this  work  systema- 
tically, with  due  discrimination  be- 
tween the  state  of  the  worthy  poor  and 
the  indigence  that  results  from  wilful 
idleness.  There  may  be  no  disgrace  in 
being  poor  as  to  this  world's  goods,  yet 
in  some  cases  there  may  be  and  is.  Some- 
one of  philosophical  bent  has  classified 
the  poor  under  three  heads:  the  Lord's 
poor;  the  devil's  poor;  and  the  poor 
devils. 

Fasting  and  Giving. 

This  Church  teaches  the  efficacy  of 
prudent  fasting,  moderate  abstinence 
from  food  at  stated  times,  as  an  acces- 
sory to  prayer ;  and  the  first  Sunday  of 
each  month  is  the  designated  fast-day. 
The  people  meet  for  devotional  service 
and  oral  testimony ;  and  by  common  con- 
sent and  custom  they  are  expected  to 
contribute  at  least  the  equivalent  of  the 
meals  omitted  through  the  fasting  of  the 
family.  These  offerings  are  received  In 
the  local  officers  and  distributed  under 
their  direction  to  the  deserving  poor.  If 
there  be  a  surplus  in  any  Ward  it  is  ap- 
plied to  the  needs  of  other  Wards  in 
which  the  proportion  of  dependents  is 
greater. 

Special  fast-days  are  occasionally  pro- 
claimed, at  which  times  the  people  of 
the  Church  give  as  before  the  value  of 
the  meals  refrained  from,  and  more  if 
they  choose,  of  course.  These  funds  are 
devoted  to  the  purpose  for  which  the  fast 
is  called.  In  the  years  immediately 
following  the  World  War.  poverty  and 
hunger  stalked  through  many  lands. 
Concerted  efforts  were  made  to  raise 
funds  to  meet  these  distressful  condi- 
tions. You  remember  the  Xear  East 
Eelief  undertaking  and  other  worthy 
efforts  of  the  kind.  In  December  of 
1923  cur  Church  proclaimed  a  special 
fast-day  for  the  benefit  of  these  sufferers, 
and  the  money  sent  in  to  the  Presiding 
Bishopric  for  meals  thus  saved  amounted 
to  $40,984.98.     Two  vears  later  another 


call  was  made,  though  at  such  short 
notice  that  not  all  of  the  Stakes  parti- 
cipated, yet  the  returns  amounted  to 
$22,284.34.  Here  we  have,  for  the  two 
fast-days,  on  which  the  people  abstained 
in  in  one  or  more  meals  and  gave  the 
equivalent  in  cash  to  feed  the  hungry  in 
ether  lands,  a  total  of  $63,269.32.  These 
funds  were  collected  and  sent  to  our 
Mission  officers  in  the  distressed  nations 
without  charge  or  cost  for  administration. 
Kw tv  penny  of  the  amount  collected 
went  to  the  relief  of  the  needy. 

The  "Mormon"  Way  Commended. 

Consider  what  would  be  the  condition 
if  this  "  Mormon  "  practise  were  made 
general — if  only  this  little  fragment  of 
"  Mormonism  "  were  observed  nation- 
ally! Do  you  not  think  that  the  people 
of  the  United  States  could  afford  to  give 
up  one  meal  monthly?  Except  in  cases 
of  the  sick  and  those  who  are  in  a  state 
of  extreme  indigence,  a  monthly  fast 
would  make  for  physical  betterment ;  and 
if  the  value  of  the  meals  not  eaten  were 
paid  into  a  national  fund  there  would  be 
an  abundance  to  draw  upon  in  times  of 
actual  exigency  brought  about  by  such 
calamities  as  have  recently  befallen, 
through  drought  and  flood,  earthquakes 
and  ether  forms  of  destruction  in  this 
country  and  abroad.  Be  it  remembered, 
that  those  who  have  been  so  stricken, 
though  they  live  beyond  the  seas,  are  our 
neighbors;  they  are  our  brothers  and 
sisters.  We  all  belong  to  the  great  family 
of  God. 

The  Relief  Society. 

The  benevolence  that  manifests  itself 
in  material  giving  is  impresed  as  a  duty 
upon  members  of  this  Church  ;  and  while 
everyone  is  taught  to  assist  by  individual 
effort,  a  system  of  orderly  contribution 
and  distribution  is  maintained  by  the 
Xational  Belief  Society,  which  is  one  of 
the  principal  auxiliary  organizations  of 
the  Church.  Its  particular  function  is 
that  of  caring  for  the  poor  and  the 
afflicted,  without  exclusive  distinction  as 
to  whether  the  subjects  of  their  minis- 
tration are  members  of  the  Church  or 
not.     The  Belief  Society  is  composed  en- 
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tirely  of  women,  veritable  Angels  of 
Mercy,  who,  in  addition  to  receiving  and 
distributing  money,  clothing,  food  and 
other  commodities,  maintain  a  system  of 
visitation  to  the  needy,  giving  aid  in 
nursing,  comfort  in  bereavement,  and 
relief  from  distress  in  every  way  possible. 
Go,  and  do  thou  likewise!     Amen. 


NEW  DISPENSATION  THOUGHTS.

Dispensation  Defined — A  Dispensation 
means  a  giving  out :  as  food  is  dispensed 
to  the  hungry,  clothing  to  the  destitute, 
places  of  shelter  to  the  homeless ;  dis- 
j  ensing  justice  through  the  courts.  In 
respect  of  things  related  to  the  Gospel,  a 
Dispensation  means  a  giving  out  of  truth 
through  revelations  from  God,  bestowal 
of  Divine  authority  upon  chosen  men  to 
act  for  God,  teach  his  truth,  administer 
the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  organize 
the  Church,  and  administer  its  affairs. 
To  become  God's  agency  in  the  earth,  to 
make  known  his  law  and  bring  forth  his 
kingdoci;  that  his  will  may  be  done  in 
earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven. 

There  have  been  many  such  dispensa- 
tions from  the  beginning,  to  Adam, 
Enoch,  Noah,  Moses,'  the  prophets  in 
Israel,  and  then  the  great  dispensation  in 
which  the  Christ  personally  figured,  made 
the  atonement  which  provided  for  the  re- 
demption of  men. 

The  scriptures  speak  of  yet  another  dis- 
pensation following  these  that  are  named, 
to  be  known  as  the  Dispensation  of  the 
Fulness  of  Times,  in  which  all  these  for- 
mer dispensations  will  be  gathered  to- 
gether into  one  all-embracing  dispen- 
sation . 

"Should  not  men  look  for  that  dispensa- 
tion if  such  is  promised  in  the  Scriptures  ?

THE  LORD'S  PLAN  FOR  HELPING 
THE  POOR. 

Extracts  from  a  discourse  of  Elder 
Mclvin  J.  Ballard,  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  Apostles.  Oct.  4,  1930. 

This  Church  was  established  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  proving  to  the  world 
that  there  is  power  in  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  power  to  solve  the  pro- 
blems of  the  world,  power  to  change  the 
hearts  of  men,  and  bring  to  a  distressed 
world  its  golden  age,  its  peace,  its  pros- 
perity, and  its  happiness.  The  dream 
that  Daniel  saw  is  to  be  realized,  when 
the  God  of  heaven  is  to  establish  a  work 
that  shall  stand  forever  and  fill  the 
whole   earth. 

The  prediction  of  the  modern  prophets 
has  been  to  the  effect  that  this  was  but 
the  beginning  of  that  great  movement, 
and  now  that  we  are  being  given  the 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  now  is  the  time 
for  the  Latter-day  Saints  to  rally  to  their 
standards,  and  demonstrate  to  a  world 
that  is  in  doubt  and  uncertainty,  and 
full  of  skepticism,  that  there  is  power  in 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  change  the 
hearts  and  the  lives  of  men,  and  to  irv 
fluence  the  destinies  of  the  nations  to- 
wards that  dream  of  the  prophets  of  the 
past  that  a  golden  age  would  come,  when 
all  the  distresses  that  have  afflicted  men 
would  pass,  and  universal  brotherhood 
would  come,  and  peace  be  in  the  world. 
Let  me  just  touch  one  or  two  of  the 
problems  that  this  Gospel  is  solving  and 
can  solve — setting  a  pattern  for  the 
world. 

The  Lord's  Plan  for  Helping  the  Poor. 

Here  is  the  problem  of  the  world's 
poor.  The  Lord's  plan  for  its  solution, 
without  humiliation  to<  the  poor,  and  a 
blessing  to  those  who  offer  relief — the 
fast  offerings  given  by  the  membership 
of  the  Church  once  a  month,  following 
abstinence  from  food  for  two  meals. 
Fasting  is  a  blessing  in  itself  to  the 
physical  being,  and  a  blessing  to  the 
spiritual  being,  because  it  tends,  in  its 
very  nature,  to  give  spiritual  control  over 
the  physical  being.  Gratitude  for  the 
goodness   of  the  Lord  in  providing  food 
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and  life  comes  from  that  fast,  also  sym- 
pathy for  the  poor  who*  are  without  food, 
and  then  too  we  are  giving  that  which 
has  been  saved. 

I  knew  that  there  are  many  who  do 
not  seem  to  clearly  understand  what 
ought  to  be  given — the  equivalent  of  the 
meals  saved.  I  should  say  that  certainly 
ten  cents  (6d.)  a  meal  would  be  the  mini- 
mum, or  twenty  cents  (1/-)  per  individual, 
per  month.  I  wish  that  were  the  standard 
maintained  by  the  membership  of  the 
Church.  It  is  not  up  to  that  point,  but 
even  as  well  as  the  Latter-day  Saints  are 
performing  that  service,  it  is  creating  a 
large  fund,  and  if  we  would  observe  it 
strictly  it  would  create  ample  funds  to 
care  for  the  needs  of  the  poor,  and  indus- 
trialize them. 

The  method  of  the  Lord's  plan  is  ex- 
cellent, the  giving  to  the  bishop, 
and  eiders  and  Branch  Presidencies,  who 
distributes  to  the  poor.  It  is  not  my 
business  to  give  to  the  poor.  It  is  the 
business,  in  the  Lord's  Church,  of  the 
bishop  and  elders  to  give.  I  give  to  the 
bishop  and  elders,  and  he  dispenses  to 
the  poor.  Those  who  receive  it  do  -not 
know  from  whence  it  comes,  and  those 
who  give  it  do  not  know  to  whom  it  goes. 
That  is  not  letting  your  right  hand  know 
what  your  left  hand  is  doing.  I  know  of 
no  other  scheme  by  which  the  Lord's 
plan  could  be  carried  out  better  than 
that  established  in  this  Church.  This 
plan  would  perpetually  solve  the  problem 
of  the  poor,  and  I  say  industrialize  them 
and  make  them  independent  economic- 
ally. 

The  Lord's  plan  does  not  contemplate 
the  pauperization  of  the  poor.  I  re- 
member my  father  being  a  bishop  for 
forty  years,  and  it  was  my  privilege,  as 
a,  boy,  to  carry  the  charities  to  the  poor 
of  that  ward.  I  was  impressed,  when  I 
went  to  the  home  of  a  widow  who  needed 
help,  and  found  her  knitting  stockings; 
and  when  I  went  to  a  poor  man  who 
needed  help,  I  discovered  he  was  cutting 
the  widow's  wood,  while  she  knitted 
stockings  for  the  poor  man  who  needed 
help.  Everybody  was  encouraged  to  do 
something  to  help  somebody  else,  even 
though  thev  received  charities. 


I  am  told  that  on  the  tithing  yard  here 
cast  of  us,  when  there  wasn't  work  for 
worthy  poor,  there  was  a  pile  of  rocks 
in  one  corner  of  that  yard,  that  the  wor- 
ker that  wanted  a  job  was  set  to  carry 
into  another  corner  of  the  yard,  and  he 
received  his  pay  at  the  end  of  the  day. 
f[f  on  the  following  day  there  was  a 
worthy  applicant,  but  no  work  for  him, 
he  might  be  given  the  task  of  carrying 
the  rocks  back  into  the  original  corner, 
and  he  came  to  get  his  pay  at  night  with 
the  feeling  that  he  had  earned  it. 

That  is  the  spirit  of  industrialization 
among  the  poor  of  the  Church  that  has 
been  with  us  from  the  beginning,  and  is 
to  be  carried  on. 

A  Solution  for  Capital  and  Labor 
Problems. 

The  problem  that  exists  in  the  world 
between  capital  and  labor  can  be  solved 
in  the  Lord's  plan  of  tithing.  The 
struggle  for  the  maintenance  of  one  class 
over  another  is  not  the  Lord's  way  of 
solving  this  problem.  Let  me  read  to 
you,  from  the  fifty-sixth  Section  of  the 
Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  what 
the  Lord  himself  has  to  say  upon  this 
subject : 

"  Woe  unto  you  rich  men,  that  will 
not  give  your  substance  to  the  poor,  for 
your  riches,  will  canker  your  souls  ;  and 
this  shall  be  your  lamentation  in  the  day 
of  visitation,  and  of  judgment,  and  of  in- 
dignation— the  harvest  is  past,  the  sum- 
mer is  ended,  and  my  soul  is  not  saved! 

"  Woe  unto  you  poor  men,  whose 
hearts  are  not  broken,  whose  spirits  are 
not  contrite,  and  whose  bellies  are  not 
satisfied,  and  whose  hands  are  not  stayed 
from  laying  hold  upon  other  men's  goods, 
whose  eyes  are  full  of  greediness,  who 
will  not  labor  with  your  own  hands! 

"  But  blessed  are  the  poor"— yes,  and 
the  Lord  could  have  added,  blessed  are 
the  rich — '.'  whose  hearts  are  broken,  and 
whose  spirits  are  contrite,  for  they  shall 
see  the  kingdom  of  God  coming  in  power 
and  great  glory  unto  their  deliverance." 

The  deliverance  of  the  poor  shall  not 
be  through  any  legislation.  It  will  come 
through  the  Lord's  plan,  for  they  shall 
see   the  power  of  God  coming  in   glory 
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unto  their  deliverance,  for  the  fatness  of 
the  earth  shall  be  theirs. 

''  For  behold,  the  Lord  shall  come, 
and  his  recompense  shall  be  with  him, 
and  he  shall  reward  every  man,  and  the 
poor  shall  rejoice. 

V  And  their  generations  shall  inherit 
the  earth  from  generation  to  generation, 
forever  and  ever." 

That  is  the  plan  that  will  succeed. 
Neither  in  the  control  of  the  affairs  of 
the  world  by  the  rich,  nor  by  the  poor 
as  in  Russia;  neither  element  will 
succeed,  from  its  own  selfish  point  of 
view,  but  they  must  be  brought  to- 
gether in  the  spirit  of  brotherhood,  in  the 
spirit  of  union  of  interest,  and  that  will 
never  be  accomplished,  only  under  the 
Lord's  plan.  Tithing  is  the  first  step  to- 
ward that  plan,  where  both  the  rich  and 
the  poor  contribute  according  to  their 
means,  for  the  common  welfare  of  each. 
There  is  no  pew  in  this  Church  for  the 
rich  to  sit  in,  and  denied  to  the  poor  ;  no 
blessings  extended  to  the  wealthy  in  the 
temples  of  God,  and  denied  to<  the  poor. 
They  share  alike,  and  the  rich  man  gets 
no'  more  than  the  poor  man .  Tithing  the 
Lord  designated  as  a  schoolmaster  in 
this  Church  to  bring  us  to  the  more  per- 
fect order  of  things  that  obtained  in  the 
days  of  Enoch,  and  every  man  that  will 
come  into  the  celestial  kingdom  of  God 
will  have  to  learn  the  lesson,  to  live  not 
only  under  the  schoolmaster,  but  ultim- 
ately to  come  to  the  United  Order,  or  the 
Order  of  Enoch,  wherein  there  shall  be 
community  of  interest,  and  yet  indivi- 
dual responsibility  and  opportunity,  but 
such  combination  as  will  eliminate 
jealousy  and  hatred  and  envy  in  the 
hearts  of  men. 

This  Church  is  a  hundred  years  nearer 
the  solution  of  that  problem  than  any 
other  community  in  the  world,  and  the 
Latter-day  Saints  should  rally  to  the  law 
of  tithing  and  be  prepared  in  time  to 
demonstrate  before  the  world  the  real 
genuine  solution  of  this  question     *  * 

For  the  Establishing;  of  Peace. 

So  with  all  the  other  problems.  In  this 
| Glospel  is  the  plan  and  the  way  by  which 
peace  can  come,   and  war  be  abolished. 


If  every  person  in  the  world  had  in  his 
heart  today  the  spirit  that  is  in  the 
hearts  of  these  Latter-day  Saints,  you 
would  not  need  a  League  of  Nations,  you 
would  not  need  a  court  to  limit  arma- 
ments. It  would  be  solved,  because  in- 
to the  hearts  of  these  Latter-day  Saints 
has  come  the  power  of  God,  the  gift  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  takes  envy 
and  malice  and  hatred  out  of  the  heart, 
and  puts  the  love  of  men  there.  You 
could  not  think  of  one  stake  of  J^ion  go- 
ing to*  war  with  another.  No.  Al- 
though they  come  from  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  the  men  of  all  nations  live  here 
in  peace  and  in  love.  If  that  spirit  could 
be  extended  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  our 
problems  would  be  solved. 

Now  is  the  opportunity  for  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  to  arise  and  shine.

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INTERS  STING  INCIDENTS.

It  has  been  a  difficult  matter  to  so  dis- 
pose of  our  missionaries  as  to  ta<ke  care 
of  the  various  fields  of  labor  in  which 
their  services  are  required.  It  has  been 
necessary  and  essential  that  we  get  local 
elders  to  help  us,  as  far  as  we  possibly 
can.  I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  in 
securing  the  help  of  these  local  brethren 
and  sisters  we  are  merely  adding  to  the 
faith  and  integrity. of  our  own  people, 
and  adding  to  their  ability  to  assist  us  at 
all  times  in  the  future  ;  and  perhaps  in 
that  respect  the  dearth  of  missionaries 
may  have  had  a  compensating  effect. 
But  there  is  a  great  need  for  mis>sionaries 
to  carry  the  word,  to  spread  our  litera- 
ture, to  bear  their  testimony  to  the 
people  ;  and  there  are  many  people  who 
seem  to  be  willing  to  at  least  listen. 

The  power  of  the  Lord  is  manifest  in 
the  missions.  I  know  that  in  the  Wes- 
tern States  Mission  we  have  had  many 
favors  at  his  hands.  There  have  been 
some  manifestations  of  his  power  that 
have  thrilled  and  delighted  us. 

I  recently  mentioned,  in  a  report  to 
my  brethren,  two  important  happenings. 
I  think  you  might  enjoy  hearing  of  them. 

Over  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  a  young 
missionary  sister  was  distributing  tracts 
with  her  companion  ;  her  companion  on 
one  side  of  the  street,  she  on  the  other. 
She  came  to  the  door  of  a  woman  who 
invited  her  in,  with  the  understanding 
that  she  would  listen  to  her  only  while 
she  continued  her  ironing.  The  woman 
said :  "  I  am  too  busy  to  listen  to  you  un- 
less you  talk  to  me  while  I  iron."  So 
the  sister  went  in,  took  a  chair  and  sat 
down.  Pretty  soon  the  ironing  stopped. 
The  woman  pulled  the  plug  out  of  the 
electric  iron,  stood  the  iron  on  its  end, 
drew  up  a  chair,  and  sat  down  in  front 
of  our  missionary  sister,  and  said  to  her: 
"  What  is  there  about  you  that  is 
different  from  any  one  I  ever  saw  be- 
fore?" This  sister,  of  course,  was  un- 
able  to  answer  her,   for  she  was  not   a- 


ware  of  any  difference.  The  woman  said: 
Why,  you  are  surrounded  by  a  halo 
of  light.  I  have  never  seen  that  before 
in  my  life."  So  our  young  missionary 
sister  tried  to  explain  to  her  that  some- 
times the  Lord's  blessings  were  mani- 
fest, and  the  Holy  Spirit  which  sur- 
rounded his  servants  might  be  seen  by 
those  who  had  the  gift  of  seeing.  She 
was  so  interested  and  so  astonished  that 
after  a  little  while,  hearing  in  the  con- 
versation something  about  our  Primaries, 
she  asked  Sister  Goodliffe:  "  What  is  the 
Primary?"  Sister  Goodliffe  explained  to 
her  what  our  Primaries  are.  The  woman 
said:  "  I  am  the  mother  of  nine  children. 
Will  you  hold  a  Primary  in  my  home?" 
So  today,  once  a  week,  the  two  sisters  in 
Lincoln,  Nebraska,  go  to  this  good 
woman's  home,  and  they  hold  a  Primary 
with  her  children  and  the  neighbors' 
children  that  are  invited  in. 

We  have  been  so  short  of  missionaries 
that  it  became  necessary  to  take  the 
sister  missionaries  out  of  Council  Bluffs. 
We  had  the  spectacle  or  the  experience 
of  a  pair  of  elders  holding  six  P'rimaries 
every  week,  in  place  of  the  sisters.  One 
would  smile,  perhaps,  to  think  of  that, 
and  yet  they  have  been  quite  successful 
in  their  efforts  to  tell  stories  and  enter- 
tain the  children  after  the  manner  of 
Primary  teaching.  We  are  hoping  that 
we  may  soon  have  two  sisters  that  we 
can  send  back  in  there  to  continue  that 
work.  They  do  it  so  much  better  than 
the  elders. 

Upon  another  occassion,  speaking  of 
the  power  of  the  Lord  and  the  manifesta- 
tion of  his  goodness,  two  ciders  in 
northern  New  Mexico,  while  going 
through  the  country  for  the  purpose  of 
visiting  the  scattered  Saints,  came  into 
a  community  where  two  or  three  families 
of  Saints  resided,  and  began  to  adminis- 
ter the  ordinance  of  baptism  for  their 
children.  One  little  fellow  who  applied 
for  baptism  was  nine  years  of  age.  He 
had  been  crippled  from  his  infancy  with 
an  affliction  in  his  knee  of  such  a  charac- 
ter that  whenever  his  knee  was  placed 
in  cold  water  he  suffered  excruciating 
pain.      His  mother   said:   "No;  no,   you 
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can't  be  baptized.  You  couldn't  stand 
it."  But  the  little  fellow  pleaded.  He 
wanted  to  be  baptized.  The  elders  were 
asked:  "  Shall  we  baptize  him?"  and  of 
course  they  hardly  knew  what  to  say. 
They  naturally  left  the  matter  to  the 
parents;  Upon  the  earnest  pleading  of 
the  boy  he  was  permitted  to  enter  the 
cold  river  water,  for  baptism,  and  to  their 
astonishment  there  was  no  pain,  and  the 
little  fellow  came  forth  from  the  water 
rejoicing.  Afterwards  the  elders  laid 
their  hands  upon  him,  and  invoked  the 
blessings  of  the  Lord  upon  him,  and  went 
their  way.  In  three  weeks  time,  on  their 
way  back  to  their  quarters,  they  passed 
through  this  section  of  country,  and  na- 
turally went  to  the  home  to  see  how  the 
little  boy  was.  When  they  arrived  he 
was  not  in  the  house.  The  mother,  re- 
plying to  their  inquiry  as  to  his  where- 
abouts, said :  "  He  is  out  on  the  hill, 
looking  for  the  cattle."  The  little  fellow 
had  been  healed  and  was  able  to  walk. 
Never  before,  in  his  life,  had  he  been 
able  to  do-  so  without  pain  or  distress. 

One  of  these  two  elders,  at  a  recent 
conference  held  in  Alamosa,  Colorado, 
stood  before  the  congregation  to  address 
them,  and  there  was  a  manifestation  of 
the  power  of  the  Lord  upon  him,  so  that 
he  was  lifted  up  beyond  himself,  and  I 
have  never  heard  any  one  speak  better 
than  he  did  that  night.  We  knew  that 
the  power  of  the  Lord  was  with  him,  but 
only  one  person  in  the  congregation  was 
conscious  of  an  unusual  manifestation. 
At  the  close  of  the  meeting  a  little  girl, 
less  than  fourteen  years  of  age,  came  to 
the  presiding  elder  and  said:  "All  the 
while  that  Elder  Tenney  spoke  there  was 
a  beautiful  personage  clothed  in  white 
standing  to  the  right  of  him,  and  this 
personage's  countenance  was  beautiful  to 
behold.  When  Elder  Tenney  closed  his 
remarks,  he  disappeared."  We  were  na- 
turally delighted  and  happy  to  know  that 
the  witness  of  the  Holy  £rhost  and  the 
power  of  the  Lord  do  accompany  the 
labors  of  our  brethren  and  sisters.

Honorably  Released. 

Yes  we  are  going  around  the  world" 
and  they  embarked  on  the  good  ship 
YYakasa-  Maru,  which  left  Capetown  at 
9.31)  a.m.  Friday,  the  20th  of  February. 
These  two  good  elders  will  visit  Mossel 
Bay,  Port  Elizabeth,  East  London, 
Durban,  Lourenco  Marques,  Beira  and 
Mombassa,  before  centering  off  in  the 
Indian  ocean  for  China  where  they  will 
visit  Singapore,  Saigon,  Hong  Kong,  and 
Shanghai,  and  will  make  several  port 
calls  in  Japan  and  include  in  their  visit 
Osaka,  and  Yokahama,  and  then  make 
an  inland  trip  to  Tokyo  the  capital  of 
Japan.  From  there  they  will  go  to 
Hawaii  where  they  plan  to  stay  two 
weeks,  visiting  the  wonderful  "  Mormon 
Temple  "  and  the  famous  volcano, 
together  with  other  enjoyments  and 
not  least  among  them  the  Hawaian 
Mormon  Mission.  After  that  they  will 
go  to  San  Francisco  and  on  to  their 
homes  in  Provo  and  American  Fork, 
Utah.  After  three  months  travel  they 
will  have  completed  a  journey  around 
the  world,  and  will  have  been  in  the 
equatorial  zone  and  south  of  it  for  about 
one  half  the  entire  distance. 

The  circumnavigation  of  the  .globe  of 
these  lovable  men  started  two  years  and 
one  half  ago,  when  they  were  called  by 
a  prophet  of  God  to  leave  home,  employ- 
ment, loved  ones  and  friends  and  to.  pay 
their  own  expenses  as  preachers  of  the 
gospel,  to  go  to  the  land  of  South  Africa, 
(little  known  to  them  then)  to  fill  a 
mission  for  the  Mormon  Church.

Elder  Greene,  with  his  calm,  sweet 
and  endearing  ways — his  willing  heart 
and  untiring  body — his  fertile  ideas. and 
constructive  suggestions  and  his  good 
and  efficient  work  as  the  Mission  Secre- 
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tary  will  be  greatly  missed.  Few  men 
can  take  his  place  as  a  worker  and  hust- 
ler He  enters  into  acquaintance  with  a 
smile  which  does  not  leave  his  counten- 
ance, only  for  a  sigh  or  sob,  when  he 
must  definitely  leave  friends  behind  to 
go'  to  others.  It  was  invigorating  to  hear 
him  bear  his  testimony  of  the  divinity  of 
Mormonism,  knowing  every  word  was 
true  and  backed  up  with  a  life  of  purety. 

Elder  Christensen,  was  president  of 
two  districts  and  served  as  district  pre- 
sident longer  than  elders  usually  do.  His 
kind  and  unassuming  ways,  and  readi- 
ness to  help  others  even  in  little  things 
endeared  him  to  all  he  met.

Prompt  to  stand  for  the  right  and 
just  as  prompt  to  rebuke  imposition.  He 
was  a  preacher  of  the  truth,  with  charm- 
ing quality  of  voice  which  attracted  many 
to  his  strong  testimony  of  the  gospel. 

Good  bye — Good  luck — God  bless  them 
over  land  and  sea  and  the  thanks  and 
love  of  the  people  of  the  mission  goes  to 
them  and  their  good  parents.  D.
